The mover briefly referred to the im- 
portance of the measnre albuled to in 
his resolution, and expresai:d the belief 
that it sliouid be submitted to the 
House immediately. Jiurcaseil repre- 
sentation, and not jerrymandering, was 
what was wanted. 

Hon. Mr. Robson rose to reply. Said 
he : In dealing with the resolution be- 
fore ihe House, one experiences no littlo 
diliieulty in giving tliu lion, member j 
who has moved it credit for sincerity. ( 
Were he a young, verdant member of ! 
the legislature one might possibly think 
him in earnest; Inil .seeing lie is amongal 
the oldest and most ex])eriericed parlia- 
iiieiitii riiiiis ill the province, one can 
hardly attribute bis action to verdancy. 
One iiiiglit bo tempted lo attribute it to 
a desire to pose as the clminpion, the 
gimrclian of the rights and interests of 
the mainland. But if that is his pur- 
jiose he exliibit.1 a wonderful lack of ap- 
preciation of the intelligence and com- 
mon seiisu of tho people on the main- 
land; for the average elector will have 
uo diliieulty in seeing through the 
transparent absurdity, tlie utter child- 
ishness of tho trick. This is the second 
attempt that lion, gentleman has made 
before the session is-a week old to ox- 
t.irt from the government an important 
binct secret; but Jt is as , well that I 
should tell him onoe for all J;hat the 
government will bring down the measure 
when they are ready. The hon. 
gentleman should surely under- 
stand that he,- as a ' oiemlier 
of the oppositioni''' .ha8,' little '.' claim 
to be the first to be taken into the con- 
fidence of the government. When he 
came into this House some seven years 
ago he sat on this side and voted with 
the government; but when his a..ipira- 
tions to occupy a seat in tlie cabinet or 
to fill the Speaker's chair was blighted, 
he crossed to the other side of the 
House, anil, coii3ei|Uciitly, could no 
longer be adiiiitt.'d Uj the governjnenl 
mens, and if he now realized that his 
usefulness to bis constituents had been 
impaired by that ajt of folly, the fault 
iitircly ids own. The fundamental 
])riiiciplc of responsible government con- 
sisted in adiiiinisleriiig the affairs of the 
aniiilry according to the wcU-uuder- 
;|iKnl wishes of the peoph'; and, in or- 
ler the better to understand thtdr wish- 
es, it was iHisloiiiary ami iiroper thai 
iiiliiiHlcrs .should have free and coiiliden- 
tial discns.sioii with such of the people's 
representatives, and that was done in 
what is commonly known as "caucus;" 
and if some lion, members were so un- 
fortunato as to place themselves in a posi- 
tion which necessarily excluded tbein from 
tlie government caucus, thereby debar- 
ring tlieiiiselves from the obvious advan- 
tages of that secret council, so much the 
worse for tlienisidves and their coiistilu- 
cuts. Forlunatoly for the province, 
there are only two coiiatitutncies placed 
under this ilisadvantitgo. In the case 
of all the others their delegations had, 
in whole or in part, the advuutago of 
discussing matters in caucus. The lion, 
leader of the opposition had, on previous 
occasions, attempted to condemn the 
caucus as wrong and unconstitutional ; 
but everyone at all versed in the matter 
knew the caucus to be a part of the ma- 
chinery of responsible: ' government. 
Wherever that form it)fygoyernmeut ob- 
tained the oaucus would be found, and uo 
one knew it better than the leader of 
the opposition. He (Mr. Robson) 
ex press.:. 1 Hiirjiriso that the hon. mover 
of till) residiilioii had not learned better 
frotii his Irader, w ho had so much to say 
alioiit revealing cabinet secrets. He 
(ould inform the hon. meiiibei' that the 
details of the meaaure were still of tho 
iialure of a cabinet seciet, and that they 
would not 1)0 revealed at the heck and 
call of any member of the opposition. 
He would" further eiiHo the hon. gentle- 
man's minil by assuring him that in this 
mailer of represeiilntion and redistribu- 
tion, tho iiitereats of the mainland wer.^ 
perfectly safe in the Imuds of the gov- 
ernment and their supporters. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Hon. Mr. Beavon said that the pro- 
cudnre taken in this case by Mr. Orr's 
rpsolulioii WIS the sumo as tha^.odoptci! 
anywliero el-e in tho world in dealing 
with a government witliout a policy, 
and ■^^ here the House was possessed of 
independence. When a govornnieut 
had no backbone and no staniinii, a reso- 
lution of Ihe Character of tho ono Hub- 
niittcd was nccesaary. It was obvious 
that the information asked for should bo 
brought down at once. In all the 
twenty years that he had filled a seat in 
parliamcut he had never soon so disgrace- 
ful an exhibition as that made by tho pro- 
viii:;ial si'c:-e'.ary while he was on his 
feet in ojipfisition to the prooent resolu- 
tion. He had »iid pi'ttclioally that a 
inonibec- of the legistature, unlsss he 
were a follower and supporter of the 
government, had no voice in tho House. 

Hon. Mr. Robson oinpliatioally denied 
having made such a statement. 

Hun, Mr. Heaven, continuhig, said 
I that tho hoii, provincial secr.'Jtary had 
[snnouncod that tlie polioy of this gov- 



erniiionl was formed in caucus. Nothing 
like this had ever been heard 
before by a public who wero 
supposed to enjoy the benefits 
of responsible government. It was the 
principle of reapouaible governmentthai 
all the legialators should meet and dis- 
cuss tlie public business on tho floor of 
the House, — no hole-and-corner busi- 
ness. It was the duty of the execntivo 
to frame the legislation and present it to 
the Ilouao, wiien measures were re- 
quired. The subject of representation 
and the re-distribiition of scats had long 
been discussed, and it was in the exocu 
live, not in caucus, that the policy of 
tlie government dealing wdtli the matter 
should have been prepared. Caucusses 
wero not usual when matters of govern- 
ment policy were under consideration, 
but they might bo held to discuss detail. 
No government in Canada or in Kng- 
laud framed its policy l)y calling its fol- 
lowers into a privnte room and accept- 
ed their dictation in the matter. A 
more baro-facod aduiissiou of disgrace- 
ful procedure than that made by the 
hon. provincial secretary bo had never 
hear.l; and he never exvectod to. The 
resolution waaa good one; theconntrybad 
a right to know what were the contents 
of the measuro. It was the duty of the 
leader of tho government on addressing 
meetings to have expounded to the public 
his policy on this measure. Tho lion. 
proViiioial' 'secretary had aaid that Op- 
position members were not cut out in 
the expenditure. Look at the member 
for Caasiar. His district was neglected 
because he liappened to be a firm sup- 
porter of the Opposition. 

A member — He got even more than 
he asked. - 

, Hon. .Mr.- Beaven lioped that the re- 
niarlcs 61 -the hon. provincial secretary 
woiild be recorded by the press, and r.;- 
maih tn stand as his own condemna- 
tion. Ill The Colonist of thia (Thurs- 
day) morning an editorial appeared 
which hud very evidently been writ- 
ten by him (Hon. Mr. Robson); 
ill wdiich effort was made to con- 
demn the hon. goiitleinan from New 
Westminster. Of course the hon. pro- 
vinciiil secretary had a perfect right to 
write editorials if he wanted to, but it 
should be remembered that all members 
of the House had equal riglits. 

Hon. .\Ir. Robaoii, in justice to him- 
self, rose to say that while he had a per- 
fect right lo do so if he wished and the 
editorial referred to woulilhave been no 
discredit, still lie did not write it. 
Neither did ho suggest it, or know any- 
thing of it until ho saw it in print. 

Hon. Mr. IJeaveii remarked that he 
bad used the language of it very freely 
in his speech. 

Hon. Mr. Davie agreed with tlie lead- 
er of the opposition that tho hon. the 
provincial secretary by hia speech just 
delivered had given an exhibition, but 
ao had the lea.ler of the opposition also; 
the one was an exhibition of candour, 
the other was an exhibition of hypocri- 
sy. In saying that before bringing down 
a measure, such as that under consid- 
eration, tho government called a caucus 
of their supporters, aud diacussod the 
matter witli them, ihe hon. provincial 
•secretary hiui candidly stated, what 
everyone knew to be the plan adopted

Junction Oity, 
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AT' IT AGAIN. 

The organ of tbe Opposition is the 
most cheerful of niisrepresentera. It 
makea statenioDt after statement which 
is at variance with the truth and when 
its niiaUike.') and niistatenients .ire 
pointed out it does not stop to apologiiie 
or retract, but goes on making more 
miatatements and greater-'perve'nions of 
the trath. It has of late niaae a hobby 
of the administration of the schools. 
What it has said about both tho acts of 
the Govcniineot and the provisions of 
the school hiw li.-ive been us far as pos- 
sible from being accurate. Its viola- 
tions of the truth Imve been exposed 
time and again, but it goes on repeating 
the old slanders and concocting now 
ones. It has now taken to mis- 
representing examinations, and it tries 
hard in a more cautious way tlian 
usual to bring the examiners into disre- 
put«. Its object is to make its readers 
believe that the Government has con- 
verted the Education Department into a 
political macliine, and that the examin- 
ations have been expressly designed to 
effect that purpose. It goes as near as 
it dare iu the direction of asserting 
that the examiners aro the creatures of 
the Government, who are prepared to 
do its bidding. 

The truth with regard to the examin- 
ations is that they were not in- 
stituted by the present Oovenunent. 
The system vas established by a 
previous Goverumont, which the Times 
does not venture to say tried tio 
traasform the Governmeab into a politi- 
cal machine. Hero is a singular thini;. 
Oiir coutempoi-ary has not a word to say 
against theOoveranicnt under which the 
law respecting the cancellation of teach- 
ers' oertifiu}6B ai)dTMse|t^f ' examtnii- 
tiont and re-examioatibiu -was enacte4. 
It does not denounce the system which 
tbatGovernment established as intended 
to place teachers under the thumb of a 
member of the flovurniiieiit, but it be- 
comes hysteric when it speaks of the 
Governmant who received that law as a 
legacy from its predecessor and accuses 
it of making the law, wliich it did not 
enact and which it merely ad- 
ministers a political maohine. If 
the law was intended unduly 
to influence teachers in favor of tho 
Government of the day, tlio nien who 
formed it and the law of the land were 
the men who are to blame. But the law 
was not drawn up with any such inten- 
tion. The men who enacted it desired 
to give the province a good education 
law, and all its provisions — that requir- 
ing candidates for certiticntes to under- 
go examiniBtions, and that giving the 
SuporintenSSnl of Edncatioii power ' t6 
suspend and to oancel teachers certiS- 
citea among the rest— were inserted to 
make the law more eftective. Those 
who hiiv'c been cntnisted >vith the 
adiiiinialratinn of iLu^ hiw since, and 
thoao who have amended it, have bail 
the same object in view. Their in- 
tention was to give the coun- 
try good and efficient teachers. 
The Timo-i sunms to forgot, 
that when it coiidui.iiia the examinations 
to bo inideiyoiio by i lin oaiulid&tea for 
teachers' eerliticatea it condemns its own 
friends. Cbangea have been made by 
the late Government, but if our con- 
temporary examines the present law and 
compares It with the one in force before 
the present party came into pniver it 
will find that the .;li:iiiges thut liuve 
been made are all lavorable to tht- 
teachers aa a class, and thut coiitem- 
piatod ohanges about which something 
haa been said are all in the same direc- 
tion. 

Wo have enquired Into tho matter 
and iind that iu ISS2 h'irat-Chisd ecrtili- 
cates (A. and 15.) were valid for fciur 
years, Second-Class Certilicatea (A. and 
B.) for three years, and Third-Chiss 
certificate* (A. and B.) for one ycur. 
'What is the coie at the present time? 
First-Class Certificates (A. and B.) arc 
valid for life or good behavior, .Second- 
Class Certitioiites (^\. and B.) for livi- 
years and three yeara, and Tllird-C;'l^l!^^- 
Certificates (A, and tl.) for two ycar.s 
•nd one year respeotively. 
' Teaohori know well whether or not 
these ohangoa were made in their 
interests 

In order to rectify the gross injuaticp 
dono to teachers by the preceding Gov- 
ernmeut in compelling holders of first- 
claes cortitlcutcH to ooinrt up for eiani- 
tnation every four years, the present ad 
miQlatratlon introduced a bill into the 
Legislature (which subsequently became 
law) provUling that Brtt-clasa certifi- 
Mt«* should b« renewable year by year 



on the application of the holder without 

examination. 

Our contemporary onimot expect 
people to pay much attention to ita con- 
damnation of the Goverumeiit/a Admin- 
istration of the Education Lt,\r when 
it does not vontuve to aiibatantiate rits 
accusation by adducing a sinf^le Instance 
i)f abuse of power. Its a priori method 
la ono that is never followed in enquiries 
ijf this kind. I'eople waut to know 
what a public servant has dono, not 
what he might or could do. We do 
hope that the education editor of the 
Times will read the School Acta and 
(,'ive ua u lew facts. ,So far, it is very 
ovitlent that he has written iu ignorance 
of the law, and with a disregard of 
facta that ia positively astounding. 

VICTORIA'S NEW HOTEL. 

The city is to be congratulated that 
the Canada Western Hotel Company 
has been fully organized, and that it 
has lost no titne in commeuoing opera- 
tions, A first-class hotel, such a a the 
(company intend to build, has for some 
limo been felt to be one of the needs of 
thiscity.

:icconunodation to offer the best class of 
riaitors, but there has not been any- 
thing like enough of it. It is calculated 
that very nearly seventy thousand per- 
•.Qi\a visit this oity during the year, and 
this computation does nut include local 
travel. This large lunnber of visitors 
require a great deal of hotel acconniioda- 
lion, and a very large proportion of 
them will not be satisfied with any- 
thing short of the very best in all re- 
spects. It is to provide for this large 
influx of touriata and visitors of other 
classes that the new liotel is to bo built. 
Its situaiion is admirable. It is near 
tlio water and at no great distance from 
the steamboat wlvtryes. , The, tramway 
.vill pass its doors and it is' within a 
lew minutes walk of Beacon Hill Park. 
J?rom the roof of the buibling tliere 
vill be a si)lendid view. The Olym- 
pian range of Hnow-onpped mountains 
.ippear ulmoat within a stone's 
throw of- where the Spieotatpr stands. 
Mount Baker con be seen towering in 
the distance; the beautiful scenery in 
i|ie immediate vicinity of the city uill 
lelight the beholder and tho loveliness 
,if the landscHiJc will be hoightciied by 
I ho sparklini; waters of the Straits of 
Li'uca. With a good field glass there 
•.vill be a view from the hotel extending

round the house so thut the guests will 
lie able to enjoy the delightful summer 
weather peculiar to Victoria and its 
vicinity. 

The. prospects of the enterprise 
are good. Tho rent which tho company 

.vill receive will be sufficient to pay a 
dividend on the stock and all expenses. 

Che hotel will open . under the most 
favorable auspices. The fact that the 
proprietor of the leading hotel in the 
oity has the largest interest in the 
compiiny is of itself a guarantee of auc- 

:ed.s. Tho hotel will start with the good- 
will and the business of the old hotel, 
,ind will also have the benelit of itf 
world-wide reputation. The property 
purchased for the site is one which 
from its aituation will for many years 
to come he constantly increasing in 
value, and by the time that the lease 
given by the company expires the stock- 
iioklers will come into polsession of a 
property largely enlumced iH value, and 
the established businesa connebt^d with 
it will he certain of commanding a con- 
siderably increased income.

BDITOEI/LL COMMENTS. 

The Leader of the Liberal Op^sition 
tnlked yesterday about bauOaattl liKe a 
lyed-in-thc-wool Tory. ThV ideas -he 
i.'cpressed respecting the power of the 
ministers of the Crown would perhaps 
have been consiilerod ortliod.jx in tlie 
days of Pitt and Fox, but tlieywo'ild 
be scarcely tolerated when Pabnerston 
and Peel were Prime Ministers. But 
in these days and on this continent 
they are entirely out of date. For a 
iiiiall committee of Parliament (for 
that ia all that tho Caliinet is) 
to tn'to upon itadf the power 
of redistribat ing the const ilncncie.': 
of the province without conault- 
iug their supporter^ ia tho Houae 
would be a stretch of authority that no 
party would, ir. these days, tliink 
of tolerating. Of cour.se the Leader of 
tlie Oppiaitinn did not believe in the 
doctrine be en imci.itcd. i-^vciynne in 
the House knew that, and what he pro- 
posed to gain by hia ;display of insin- 
cerity it Is very difHcult to aee. He, wo 
suppose, thouj^ht it liia duty as Ltader 
of the Opposition to keep his very 
fooliah follower, Mr. Orr, in coun- 
tenance, hut he might do th ia 
without propounding dootrinoa that 
are not now held even by ult^-conser- 
vativDs. Mr. Orr's ridiculous motion 
did not fleserve aerious treatment at the 
lianda of either friiMida or opponents. It 
.-.bould have been laughed out of the 
House. It coriiLinly was not worth Mr. 
Heaven's while to inuko a hypocrite of 
Idmself to aave Mr. Orr's credit, 



that Mr. Orr's motion was not justi- 
fied by either practice or pre- 
cedent ; so all that was left for 
him to do wan to hold forth 
against cwucuaes. Ho inveighed against 
the practice of Ministers' consulting 
thoir followers as to tho co jrsa they 
should take and the policy they should 
adopt. When he contemplated the 
state of things likely to ensue from a 
close and cordial union between the 
Ministers and their strong following, he 
became (exceedingly sorrowful and 
plaintively exclaimed that if this prac- 
tice of consulting the party continued, 
"there would never bo a change of gov- 
ernment." This was a melanuholy pros- 
pect truly, but so far from aympathiaing 
with tho grief-atrickou orator the Gov- 
ernment party were so hard-henrtsd as 
to laugh long and loudly ut the inember 
for Cassair's lament; and one or two of 
the members of the Opposition were 
observed either to aob or to snicker. 
The prospect was certainly dishearten- 
ing. If the Government continue to 
take counsel with their followers and to 
rcapect their advice it was certain that 
the members who were so well-treated 
would stand by tho Ministry in tho 
House and support them enthusiastically 
in the country. But it was hardly good 
policy in Mr. Grant giving such free 
vent to his feelings in such a public way. 
It was in fact a rather "bad break." 

It takes very little indeed to set tho 
Opposition iu the Assembly talking. 
They asked for information respecting 
the bridge across the branch of the 
b'raser river that has been carried a^vay. 
The Government consented to give 
them all they asked and an enquiry 
besides, hut they would not accept the 
liberal ofl'er until after they had talked 
over tho matter for half an hour. The 
debate was a sheer waste of time. 
There really was nothing to._ say, and 
the whole business ;oould .have^ been 
done in less than five minuteia.

Down in the wire grass, whero the 
stalely Georgia nine mingles with the 
Bpreadiiig Floritia magnolia, lies the 
great Okeefeonolceu swamp, larger in 
extent than any county in Gooi'giaand 
surpassing in wild ilcsoluiion the Dis- 
mal swamp of Virginia. No while 
• man has over traver-sed its hidden re- 
cesses, and even iIr> untamed Indians, 
when they roauud unmolested the 
broad savannahs of the wire grass, 
shunned it, as n liind which the Great 
Spii'it had iiuidt- to ii'emble under his 
cui-se. The (isli mid game, so 'abund- 
ant and varied, possessed but little air 
traction for him, and he preferred the 
open plains and the waters of the Alta- 
niahn, the Alapaha and the Satill.a. 
Wlien the Indian had disapjiearcd and 
the lands wero ih\ iclcd out among tiio 
'whites, no appluation was made for 
this wiidernt'.s.s. No one wanted it, no 
one would lias-o it, and hence it came 
to be roginciccl as no man's land. 

It is adenso swani]), as impenetrable 
as the jungles of India, where the pine 
and the cypress and the maple and the 
black gum and the tupelo are clad 
with the dark-array moss, and around 
their trunks the pliant rattan, the 
clarnberiris: bambno, the deadly poison 
oak, tlio riiiiuing fox grape and tlie 
thorny louuh-ine-not twist and cling 
and climb. 

Briars of rank growth and the 
gnarled roots of the sun palmetto and 
tufts of luxuriant wire ^rasa afford a 
hiding jilaco for moccasins and scor 
pions and spiders. Where the under 
growth is not so dense near the margin 
of the Fluggish wateivs, the footfall of 
man or boast makes the cartli tremble 
for a half dozen yards in every direc- 
tion, and still nearer the quagmire be- 
comes so yielding that, in the express- 
ive language of a native, "it would 
bog a sadtUo blanket." 

In the vvatei« huge alligators, ialmost 
^as large ns their cousins of the Nile, 
lazily float about watching for their 
prey; and it i.s ai)un(laril, for trout, 
aiHl ])ike, and jiick. ;iiid bream— the 
best iish that evoi' swam — swarm in 
the waters like grassho])pers on the 

glains. The fi.slici man who has tlic 
ardihood to wade llirougli mud and 
slush, anil face the weird loneliness, 
as well as the "-rowl of the bear and 
cry of the wildcat, is more than rejjaid. 
With a jiolo no longer than a buggy 
whip, a line half its length and a few 
worms, a half hour's work will secure 
a buunlifuJ diniu'r. And any man 
who eould not iippreeiatc a half dozen 
of llio.se breani, nieid.v browned, flank- 
ed by a "gopher" loaf and two cups of 
steaming coffee, ought to be taken up 
and sent to school. Ho is not edu- 
cated. 

Through the hummock the bears 
have niadci win;liMg paths, and along 
th<> niar^jins of I'.ip lakes the other 
slides arc iiimicroii.s. Wading about 
in the sli.-illow .-,tn>a:n.s Llui long necked 
crane and lluMhin eoloi'cil Indian pul- 
let, without niufli f.Nw'tion, sceui'O 
their food, and, perched , upon .-i ilt-ud 
limb of. some overhanging cypress, the 
{jshliawk watches foracnoici; repast. 
'I'he bald ea;^le, with its eight-foot 
.S|)ii'ad of win'j, snai-s above the tree 
tdps, i i til sw ,,iip down U[»>n rab- 
bit, siiuii'i .1 ( I;! ,■ ;i. 

Ill si-.ine ho!ii;v, -um tree the frisky 
cubs diiiil) u|i aiul down, wailing for 
tlie old she bear to bring back the 
sweets fi-, mi some bee tree' which she 

has ll(JL.;tl out. 

Ill Ihis vast-jiingle the roar of the 
thunder sounds loncler and more tor- 
ritlc, iind Iho Hash of the ligbtiiintr 
seems more lui'id and dcsti iicti ve. 

Woo betide the lucldess adventurer 
will) lo.s.-'s his way 
v.ikl wood and is compelled to pass 
the night here. To the horrors of 
darkness -and unknown danger are 
added tho most blood-cunll in "•sounds. 
The hoarse nionotoiio of the bullfrog, 
the wailing cry of the catamount, the 
dee]) growls nf the bear disturbed in 
his slumljcr, tins crai-'klingof the cane 
brake inulei' the li'.'ad of the |)uma, 
the inournful hool of the owl. and the 
despairing siu iek of some animal that 
has fallen a vic tim to the wildcat are 
enough to freeze the blood and whiten 
tho hair.; ; 

But tliero are some islands of high 
hmnniock in ihc ( )i;ei;fe('iiokeo where 
th(! soil is rii-!;. ami su;:ar cane, corn, 
blacks<>c(l coti -u. rice and sweet pota- 
toes will gi-iiw in great perfection. 
There are iiidieai inns that a few hun- 
dred fei^t below tla; surface there are 
immense coal beds. 

There are nooks of lugh, arable land 
which make into the swamp, many of 
Avhidi are inhabited. These nooks, or 
inlets of high land, are called "cow 
hou.ses." The nanui was given totliem 
because in old tinu's, when the 
country be.vond the Altamaha was 
sparsely settled, the ])ii)neers, who 
owned lai'ge hertls of cattle, were ac- 
customed to drive them into these in 
lets, where they could Und abundant 
pasturage^ and one man at the gap (a' 
mouth of the iulet could guaiji hun 
dredsof liead 6f "cattle fram' straying 
off. 

From the VVaiker cow house tlie 
writer has .seen men \s itli as rudily 
cheeks us ever .seen in the inounlaiiis, 
and they claim that it is as healthy as 
any partof Georffia. The people there 
livtfm a griini^tiye .style, making, an 
abundance of everything that is need-: 
ed, provisions mid fruits of all kinds.. 
At rare intervals they cona^ out of the 
cow house to purchase their salt, colt'ei; 
and ti)l)ace(j, .■md loalleiul Iheii' church 
meetin.^s. Slenild a sli'.ane-er ever'nii- 
ler the cow lioie-.e he is eniei'tained 
like a jirince and urged to return. 
They are a big hearted people, and the 
rights of hospitality are sacred among 
them. —Atlanta Jourua]>

Editob, — I noticed with 
pleasure a few days ago » protest in the 
columns of The Colonist aiainst, the 
sluught<ir of deer in this province merely 
for tlie suke of , hidos, I^ow, sir, thb 
Bubjeot is most important, not only to 
spbrtenion, but to tho ontiro population 
of British Columbia. This provinuo has 
a wonderful -^idytuitftge ,iq possessing 
lArt^'quuiS^iUet oft gaui^' Of all'<' kinds, 
and is enabledl to benefit from the sad 
experience of ttie east of Canada and 
many parts of the United -'States. It 
should be remembered that we hold 
absolutely nearly all tho largo ganie iiow- 
left upon the face of the eurtn, whipb 
docs not require a genius to uiiderstaiid 
ahould bo vuluublo. With such lordly 
aiiiinuls u3 elk, moose, caribou, deer of 
many kinds, big horn, goats, etc., 
should not sonio elTort be made to pie- 
veiit thoir extinction? It suema but u. 
few yours 11^50 thut the bulViilo grazed 
within a few days miu'ch of Winnipeg, 
while elk, antelope and other largo guino 
were plentiful — but where are they now? 
.Other provinces of tho Doniinioa and 
many states of tho Union have lately 
shut the doors after the stuod has de- 
parted, and enacted laws most .stringent 
in u vain effort to save the lust of the 
race. Heavy lino and imprisonment is 
not considered too severe to law-break- 
ers against tho gamu regulations. As 
far as America is concerned, we now 
hold within our boundary large numb- 
ers of tho most nuignitiueiit animals that 
the Almighty has created, but already 
the destroyer lias boijun his work, and 
in a wonderfully short time wo, like our 
neighbors, will be mourning the loss of 
a never to be regained blessing. Wo 
are submitting to this merely to fill tho 
pockets of a few grasping traders. 
There is only one way to check the de- 
struction, and that is by preventing the 
exportation. Tniders will not then 
oiler tho five or ten dollars for raw 
heads and hides, conaeiiuently the ani- 
mals will not bo worth slaughtering. 
In this way our wonderful stock of game 
will increase and prosper, while British 
Columbia will become a resort for the 
pleasure-hunting people of "the WoHd. 
Wc all know the money which enters a 
country with the wealthy sportsmen, 
yearly increasing in numbers, who llock 
to the province reii.dy to spend any am- 
ount of cash in the pursuit of a pastime 
now, thanks to the "bfitohorsj" not ob- 
tainable anywhere else. In New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Quebec a 
large revenue is obtained from shooting 
licenses which costs all persons not 
domiciled in the province a gooa round 
smn. Owing to the. numbers visiting 
our province this source' of - revenue 
would bu exceedingly large and yearly 
increasing kh it became known that 
game were protected from extermina- 
tion by a far-seeing government. It is 
the same with small game. That de- 
licious bird, the willow grouse, is going 
in the same way. High ])rices 011 ilu; 
American side make it worth while for 
every body who can carry a gun to take 
a liand in tlie destruction. 1 know of 
one province in which hanlly a grouse 
was left, being repopulateil in a few- 
years by stopping the e-xportalimi, with 
heavy fines. After a few seizures and 
one or two healthy examples being nutde 
of the tranagres.sors, the birds again bc- 
cume plentiful. The experiiaice of the 
rest of America is before us. Xow, 
therefore, let us protit by it. liefore 
an}' non-resident of the [jrovince can 
alioot let him pay his S-'iO license, limit 
his number of large game, and forbid 
the exportation of any game whatever. 
Remember that our present railway 
system makes it quite feasable for ex- 
portation almost round the world. 
Hence we hear of a New Westminster 
firm with on order front ^New .York for 
some thousands of braces' of diicks. The 
time will come when our game will 
reach a value little dreamed of by jieople 
who now put it down as valueless. The 
fine for breaking tho law should bo 
large, und imprisonment for repeated 
oHences. Tho revenue from outsiders 
. . licenses would allow of a fair payment

too trasiaparent, and lie qualified vrhat 
he had abited before, by sayuig (hat 
cuucuaeswere all right, but governments 
must discuss with their supporters 
in caucuses not questions of policy, 
but only matters of detail aris- 
ing out of the policy formulated by 
the government; as if there were any 
laws or rules governing what might or 
might not be considered in caucus, once 
you admitted it to be regular to hold 
such a gatlioring. But taking him at 
his own word, what was it'thatthe hou. 
provincial secretary had said the gov- 
ernment was going to discuss with its 
supporters, but matters of detail ! O'hc 
policy of redistribution had already 
been announced - in the Governor's 
speech, how that redistribution should 
bo arranged was the detail of the 
scheme, which, whilst at first denounce- 
ing the government for discussing 
privately with their suppo^ei'S, the 
leader of the opposition in the 
last part of his remarks admitted was 
quite regular. Why did not tho leader 
of the op|iosition act atraightforwurdly, 
and not try to hold himself up ua an 
example of virtue, when he knew that 
if in their jilace he would do precisely 
as the government were doing, 
and as he had dune before them '{ 
And is the leader of tho opposi- 
tion so aimple, as to suppose that tho 
public cannot see through him. As re- 
marked the other day, tliey are not 
fools, and can uiidcrstaiid a (|uestion of 
this kind perfectly. He (Mr. Beaven) 
blamed the premier to-day because he 
did not state the details of the govern- 
ment policy upon this incisure at the 
Kamlcops public meeting, but he blows 
hot and cold with the same breath, lor 
it was only two days ago that he ar- 
raigned him ( Mr. Diivie) for having vio- 
lated executive secrecy, because he had 
at a public meeting disclosed the details 
of sinnntliiiig ruaolved upon by the gov- 
ormiicnt ten j'ears ugo. Why could not 
the lion, leader of the opposition be con- 
sistent and so gain .infricieiit coiilidence 
from the people to give him a respect- 
able foUi>wing ill the H.iuse! As for 
the resolution ilaidf, he did not blame 
.Mr. Orrfor iiitrodiieiiig it. Mo waa an 
opposition member, and of course 
wanted to worry the governiiieiil if he 
could, but the government was entitled 
to fix its own time for bringing dowu its 
measures, and would introduoo this bill 
at the proper period. ' 

Mr. Grant was of the opinion that if 
the government waa conducted aa the 
lion, provincial secretary said, the policy 
being such ns the foUowera ~of tho 
government only desired, there yiiA no 
ohanoe of getting the goverament out at 
all. Responsible gpyernment .in British 
Columbia appeared to consist of the 
government moulding their policy to 
suit their fidlowers, so that both might 
retain perpetual power. Tho govern- 
ment had lie) policy, and, he said, Hon. 
Mr. Robaon had by his own words con- 
lirmed the oliargo laid against him by 
the opposition, of buying the difTcront 
eonstiluenciea with their own money. 
He was astonished at the exhibition of 
audacity given by the members of the 
govern, neiit lo men who were supposed 
to be free and independent legislators. 

Hon. Mr. I'ooley had, he aald, a little 
to say on tho cpiestioii of conatitution 
ality. The leader of tlie government 
had been brought lo book by tho leader 
of the ojipo.sition and by the lion, mem- 
ber for (aisHuir. These lion, gentlemen 
had said that the government had no 
policy; and then that if they (tho 
government) had any policy the House 
should have been informed of what it 
was. In the speech, the House had 
been iiifornied that the question of re- 
distribution would bo made a matter of 
government policy. The prinoiplo hav 
ing been thua announced further par- 
ticulars were afterwards communicated 
in caucus to the gentlemen in accord- 
ance with the government's views. Of 
course membcr.s of the opposition could 
not attend such a caucus. What more 
straightforward statement could be 
asked for than that made by the lion 
lender of the government'.' The hoii 
leader of the opposition hud said 
that every member should be 
corded equal privileges. So they 
were. When any measure came before 
the House the right to discuss it was 
universal. It was to see that the rights 
of all were respected, and every member 
waa allowed to freely express himself, 
that Mr. .Speaker was placed in his 
chair to impartiallv preserve order and 
administer the rules of debate. The 
hon. member for Cussiar had Intimated 
that the only independent members in 
the House were those who filled the 
opposition benches. Where their 
superior independence was seen it was 
not easy to see. They voted always 
against the government, no matter what 
the measure might be. He had never 
known the hon. member for Cussiar to 
cast a vote with the government. 

A member — He's shirked a vote 
though. 

Hon. ,\Ir. I'ooley, continuing, said 
chat lie had nothing to say about the 
votes that were shirked. It was unfair 
to anggest that because members of the 
House considered it beat to vote with 
the government; that they were lacking 
il" independence. All had equal rights, 
both to proclaim their viewa on the floor 
of the liouae and to caat their votes aa 
they saw tit. Concluding, the hon. 
President of the Council remarked that 
this was the first time that he hud taken 
the oiiporlunity to address the House dur- 
ing the present session; the first aiiico 
his long period of reat in the .Sjieaker's 
chair. He thanked the House for the 
kind manner in whieh they had listened 
to what he had to say, and sat down 
amid prolonged applause. 

Mr. .Semlin had understood tho Pre- 
mier to say that tlie policy of the gov- 
ernment in regard to the redistribution 
bill was not yet decided upOD. AtKam- 
loops, two muntlis ago, the Premier had 
stated thit the measure was under con- 
sideration. If the five composing the 
executive conimitteo could notagrce upon 
M ]inlicy in two innntha it was difhcult 
to imagimt how long it would take tho 
'.il unsworn executive councillors in the 
caucus to agree. The government, he 
imagined, wished to delay the mutter 
so that at the end of the 
se.ysion it might remain uuBottlcd; and 
they could tiieii go lo their constituents 
at the geiK'ral elceliou with a bolter 
chance for re elect ion. If the rediatri- 
biitiiiii took place the Island would have 
lo make soim; i-niicessions to the Main- 
land which he did iioi think they ^vere 
yet prepared to make. It was not re- 
sponsible govurnineiit for party support- 
era to assemble in eaiiciis and formulate 
the govorninorit jiolii-y. It was a com- 
mon belief that unless aupportcra of the 
government were elected, the districts 
to bo represented would get a meagre 
share of the expenditure. When the re- 
cent election took place in Idllooet dis- 
trict tho government candidate hiiimelf 
had worked upon this general belief ; 
and had also intimated that unless a 
government supporter'waa elected tlie 
cliatrict might expect to bo diafran 
chised on the rediatributiou of seats. Tt 
was on account of this opinion (sf the 
electors that vengeance would bo visited 
on them by the government if they 
failed in their support of it, that tho 
government scoured their following, not 
from any love tho people had for the 
goveriimenf. It waa duo to the people 
that the measure referred to in the reso- 
liitioii shouhl bo laid liofore tho House 
at the earliest iippoi tiiuity. 

.Mr. .Smith agreed with tlie remarks 
made by the leador of tho Oovernineiit 
on the best met hods of carrying on the 

foveriimoiit. If tin.' majority of the 
louse .ippriivcd of Ih.i policy ailoptotl, 
it constituted certainly responaible gov- 
ernment Tho government could not 
frame a policy that would meet the le- 
quirementa of every district unlosH thoy 
conaulteil with tho reproseiitativea of 
the districts, He felt sure that the ro- 
(liBtrihution bill when submitted to tho 
House would provo to be a tiicusure that 
would meet with the approval of tho 
House. With raforence to olaction mat- 



tern tonohed upo'i by the hoa. intmber 
for Ynle. Much had been said during 
tho pioyrcLa of the campaign; and in ro- 
lori.nce to the r«-dlstributioii bill ho hud 
advised the electors to semi lo parlia- 
ment a mar, who would liavi. a right lo a 
voice in tlie government caucuaaes. He 
did not make the remark attributed to 
him in regard to the diafrunchisenient 
of the district wore an opposition niun 
returned. (Applause.) 

Mr. Cunningham itaBerted that tho 
position assumed by the opposition on 
this (pieation was illogical. Especially 
illogical in his remarks waa the lion, 
member for Cussiar. The opposition 
wanted the government to bring down 
an incomplete nicuauie, and so force it 
down the members' throats. It was in- 
timated that the government coerced 
the electors, by grunting a fair share of 
expenditure only to the districts who 
returned government sup|)orters. He 
iiiatanocd tho case of New NA'estniinstei , 
which had until very recently been 
represented in the Houae by ii atroiig 
opposition member; but which had 
proapered wonderfully, thanks in a great 
measure to the legislation of the proaeiil 
government. Tho bonds of the city 
were now aold at I OH?., while the city 
was advancing everyday. (Applause.) 

Mr. Duck hail listened patiently, he 
said, to the remarks of tht hon. nieiiibors 
who had preceded him- and about 
the only thing he had heard from the 
opposition was the statement that if 
the gnvornnient pursued their present 
policy they could never be put out of 
power. Ho (Mr. Duck) was elected to 
servo the interests of his coiiatituetita, 
and ho was striving to do au on tho floor 
of tho House or in caucus. 

Mr. Orr closed the debate with a very 
brief speech. The meaaure refelred to 
simuld he BUbihitted'a^biice; at least be- 
fore the eatimates were brought down. 
On a division the resolution waa re- 
jected on the following vote: ''k'ea - 
Beaven, Grant, Ladner, Orr and Semlin. 
Xay — Anileraon, Haker, Cowan, Croft, 
Cunningham, Davie, Duck, Haalam, 
Martin, Mason, Nason, Pooley, Robson, 
Smith, Tumor and, Vernon. . . 

The House then "rose at the usunt 
hour.
